BEGIN WORK ON 
TRRIGATION DITCH 


Company Expects to Have Over 
600 Men on Pay Roll Within 
Thirty Days. 


Winnipeg, April 15.—Within 30 days 
there will be more than six hundred 
mnen employed on the irrigation project 
of the Southern Alberta Land-Gompauy 
near Sufield, Alta. This is the ofleial 
statement of A. M. Grace, Chief Eugin- 
eer for the company, and confirms ru- 
mors Whieh have been current for some 
lime that the operations of company 
this summer would exceed those of any 
preceeding season, A force of one 
hundred men was dispatched to. the 
scene of the work Saturday last and 
an additional corns of engineers also 
left the eity to participate in work. 
rhere are now three grading machines 
ind 40 teams on work, wilh a total of 
tbout 460 men, This is one of the 
inost stupendons irrigation projects in 
the world, Below the dileh when 
completed there will be two hundred 
ind’ forty thousand acres of land own- 
ed by the Southern Alberta Land Co. 

In addition the ditch will serve. al- 
most that amount of land before reach- 
ug the eompany’s land. The plan en- 
solves the conservation of so great 
‘ body of water that there will be sum- 
vient supply even without replenishing 
1 year to suceessfully irrigate all the 
‘and under the ditch. This vast body 
of water will be contained in Lake Mc- 
Gregor, This fall water will be start- 
‘d into the lake bed and it is-estimated 
(hat it will require 180 days to fill it. 
it will be some time next year before 
water for irrigation ~purposes will be 
carried along the full line of the ditch.

ment. 

Because his parents an old negro 
colle, were unable to earn. sufficient 
tu;keep their family in daily bread, this 
boy, 14. years of age, began to drift, 
and. fell into,;bad companionship, and 
later into a life of, systematic stealing. 
From this life he was rescued by the 
omeers of the department, and he: is 
now making good as a probationer, and 
will soon be released from. that state, 

The value of the rescue of this boy 
is inestimable, . lt is from gange of ne- 
sro youths, living lives of vice in_the 
cities, thal the criminal negro element 
so much feared, springs into existence. 
This boy's; parents were poor, but hon- 
est farmers. Allowed to drift wilh the 
lide of evil, the boy might have. be- 
come an habitual criminal, To-day he 
is in useful work, and has not a:black 
mark against his name. 

The boy came with his parents a 
year or two ago, from-Oklatioma, and 
went with therm on to a homestead, 
They failed to make a sufMleient living, 
however, and moved to the city, where 
they searched for work, The boy was 
not kept at school, but was allowed to 
do pretty inuch what he pleased. When 
the department picked him up, he was 
giving the police some trouble fh ig 
matter of thieving. 


The department put. the boy on pro- 
bation, and’ he is now doing so well, and 
displays suchca strong desire to live 
properly-that-he wilksoon be released.
